Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bittman 
et al. '871. Bittman et al. disclose an apparatus for managing a physiological or 
psychological state of an individual comprising a display (70) for showing a set of 
images, a device for choosing images (60) from a set of images, a device for measuring 
the physiological state (15) and a device for recording stimuli (60).
